So general has become the 
fresh air treatment for tuberculosis 
and so m atter of course is it now 
considered that most people will be 
surprised to learn that until thfe 
week the physician who first tried 
it was still living, an example of the 
efficacy of the method for the relief 
of suffering throughout the land.

1872 Dr. Edward Livingston Trudeau 
was forced to give up his practice in 
New York because of tuberculosis 
He went to the Adirondack« to try 
out on himself the theory of a cure 
for the complaint from which he suf­ 
fered. 
He had lived there ever since 
He founded the sanitarium there 
for the treatment of incipient tuber 
eulosis in working men and women 
and the Saranac Research laboratory 
for the study of tuberculosis, each 
the first of its kind in the country, 
and has been in charge of them since 
the beginning. 
Both by his writings 
and his his activities in the national 
assocation to fight tuberculosis- he 
did a great deal to extend the knowl­ 
edge that prevention as well as cure 
of the disease which claimed so many 
victims was within easy reach of the 
afflicted. 
The heroes in the warfare against 
disease, those soldiers of the com­ 
mon good whose earnest, self-sacri­ 
ficing efforts have meant so much for 
humanity, are coming to he 
more 
recognized at their true value. W her­ 
ever relief from plague of one sort 
or another may be given there has 
been an American doctor as the pio­ 
neer. 
Not the least of these must he 
accounted the man w’ho 
has 
just 
passed away after having lived to re­ 
ceive many honors and the greater 
satisfaction of seeing his idea tran s­ 
formed into hope and new life for 
countless of his afflicted fellow men.
